Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  19^2,  together  with  the  report  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

Vital  Statistics  and  Housing 

Tlie  Birth  Rate  continues  to  be  high,  and  the  Death 
Rate  (adjusted)  low,  as  is  usual  in  Rural  Districts.  The 
upxirard  trend  in  the  National  figures  for  the  Birth  Rate 
is  important,  as  there  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  local 
figures  will  not  follow  in  the  same  direction.  The 
implications  for  a swing  away  from  the  building  of  small 
dxirellings  for  old  people  back  to  family  houses  during  the 
next  five  years  is  unmis taJiable . The  rising  cost  of 
building  these  houses  by  traditional  methods  is  equally 
unmistal^able  and  the  possibilities  of  prefabrioation  do 
not  seem  yet  to  have  been  fully  explored.  Emphasis  at 
the  moment  appears  to  be  on  the  potential  of  wood  as  a 
building  material  - my  own  view  is  that  the  plastic 
industry  contains  the  hey  ~ the  possibility  of  using  such 
a light,  rigid,  weather  and  chemical  proof  material  within 
a steel  frame  seems  to  me  to  be  worth  exploring. 

Vfater  and  Sewerage 

The  advent  of  water  supplies  to  a larger  part 
of  the  District  is  going  to  result  in  an  ever  increasing 
expenditure  on  non-revenue-producing  capital  works.  It 
seems  to  me  that  the  cost  is  quite  unrelated  to  the 
benefit  obtained  by  the  ratepayers  as  a whole,  a,nd  yet 
such  systems  are  essential  to  deal  with  the  increased 
flow  of  waste  laden  water  which  would  otherwise  flood 
our  ditches  and  streams.  There  may  be  a good  case  for 
a hi^er  exchequer  grant  towards  the  capital  cost  of  these 
installations . 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Norsdall 
for  his  help  and  co-operation  in  the  past  year,  and  for  the 
excellence  of  his  Report.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR'S  SECTION  OF  REPORT 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


1962  That  Was  the  year  that  was  1962. 

After  years  of  effort  by  so  many  people,  1962  saw 
the  start  on  the  district  scheme  which,  when  completed  in 
1964^  will  bring  mains  water  to  more  than  half  the  area 
and  to  those  parts  most  in  need.  Equcilly  important  is 
the  knowledge  that  intake  works  and  reservoirs  a2:’e  so 
designed  that  mains  extensions  are  possible  to  the  remaining 
parishes  a.nd  to  parts  of  two  adjoining  rural  districts. 

Another  relatively  dry  year  has  shown  :the 
ina^dequacies  of  our  present  medieval  system  of  supply. 

Unfortunately  an  unexpected  delay  in  the  completion 
by  Tenbury  R.D.C.,  of  an  overhead  storage  reservoir 
prevented  water  being  made  available  in  Upper  Sapey  and 
Uolferlovj,  but  lat^’ing  of  mains  was  completed  in  19o2. 

This  scheme  is  to  be  linked  to  tlie  network  mentioned  a.bove. 

Elsewhere  the  three  village  schemes  at  Bredenbury, 
Bishop's  Frorne  and  Edwyn  Ralph,  all  operated  by  the  Here- 
fordshire Water  Board,  continued  to  meet  the  needs  of  those 
fortunate  enough  to  reside  near  the  mains,  in  fact  nearly 
all  premises  along  the  routes  are  now  connected. 

At  other  places,  e.g.  Stanford  Bishop,  Tedstone 
Delamere,  Cradley,  Ullingswick,  Ode  Pychard,  Stoke  Lacy, 
huch  Cowame,  1-Jhitbourne , Evesbatch,  Pencombe,  Linton  and 
Sparrington,  the  supplies  serve  Council  houses  only. 

Some  mechanical  trouble  was  encountered  and  at  times  water 
had  to  be  C£irried  to  certain  sites,  but  on  the  whole 
satisfactory  service  was  maintained. 

The  supply  to  the  whole  district  cannot  be  said  to 
have  been  satisf acto2?y  either  in  quality  or  quantity  except 
for  those  villages  supplied  by  Water  Board  mains  and  certain 
privately  owned  systems.  Had  it  been  othendse,  the 
district  scheme  would  not  have  been  necessary.

One  feels  that  achnowledgement  slioiild  be  made  to 
the  Herefordshire  Water  Board  for  giving  Bromyaurd  R.D. 
due  attention  in  the  capital  appropriations,  and  for  the 
courtesy  and  co-operation  shoirn  by  their  officers.

SE'/SRAG-S  Sh¥AG-E  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  the  Consulting  Engine eers  pressed  on 
with  surveys  for  the  five  parishes  mentioned  in  their 
instructions,  and  by  December  full  details  had  been  larepared 
and  submitted  to  the  Unis  try  for  Bishop  's  Frome. 

In  addition  the  general  plan  for  Cradley  became  available 
a,nd  the  necessarj'-  approsoChes  made  to  Interested  landlords. 
Details  for  Bredenbury  were  in  the  course  of  preparation. 

All  this  effort  is  designed  to  cater  for  new  develop- 
ment anticipated  a.s  a result  of  the  ai.rrival  of  mains  water 
and  to  deal  with  difficulties  clearly  coming  from  existing 
properties  as  soon  as  the  "age  of  wells"  passes. 

Sewera.ge  is  bound  to  come  to  the  fore  from  19^4 
onwards . 


Outside  the  parishes  specifically  referred  to  the 
Consulting  Engineers  - Bishop's  Frome,  Cradley,  Poncombe, 
Bredenbui^"  and  Linton  - there  were  indications  tlial 
bhitbourne  and  Upper  Sapey  vjould  soon  require  attention  and 
it  may  be  that  these  parishes  'irill  be  included  in  a second 
batch  of  instructions  to  the  Engineers.  Obviously  sewerage 
is  an  extensive  and  complicated  subject  and  installation  of 
schemes  must  be  phased  over  a period  of  years. 


PIOUS  lEG- 


In  the  public  sector  of  this  important  aspect  of  local 
affairs,  it  seems  that  provision  for  the  elderly  is  to  play 
the  leading  role  in  new  housing  in  this  a,rea  for  some  yeens. 

So  fen  the  policy  has  been  to  "fill-in"  with  one 
bed.room  bungalows  on  spare  land  on  existing  estates,  as  a 
first  priority,  following  which,  additional  sites  vjould  be 
purchased  to  accommodate  more  ambitious  laj^outs  including 
vjelfare  schemes.  This  policy  has  been  pushed  along  X'/ith 
all  possible  speed  and  1962  saX'/  the  completion  of  schemes 
at  vJhitbourne , Edxiryn  Ralph  and  Frornes  Rill,  all  on  land 
oxiTiied  by  the  Council.  In  addition,  four  bungalows  at  the 
Ode  Pychard  site  xjere  put  out  to  contract  and  plans  for 
a further  block,  to  complete  the  site,  were  on  the  drawing 
board.  Folloxdng  the  letting  of  dxj-ellings  at  Edx^yn  Ralph, 
the  Council  a,uthorised  the  erection  of  a further  block  of 
four  old  persons  bungalox^s , and  these  xTill  be  completed  in 
1963*  This  proposal  is  notojorthy  as  the  Council's 
first  effort  in  the  field  of  full  central  heating.  The 
Pencombe  site  xfill  be  dealt  xxrith  in  l96f[.. 

The  extension  of  this  policy  covers  land  in  Bromyand, 
at  Cradley,  and  at  Stoke  Lacy,  all  of  xdiich  is  noxj^  in  the 
Council's  oxmersliip;  erection  of  20  dx-irellings  at  Stoke  Lacy 
(including  12  bungalox-7s)  , is  scheduled  for  completion  in  19^3* 
i'ogo tiations  for  land  at  Bishop's  Frome  xirere  begun. 
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HOUS Dig  (Continued) 

If  present  proposals  oome  to  fruition,  xielfare 
schemes  will  be  formed  at  Ode  Py chard  and  Bromyard. 

For  existing  houses,  once  again  full  publicity 
vjas  given  to  Improvement  C-rants  and  no  effort  spared 
to  encourage  oxmers  to  bring  property  to  modern  standard. 

There  may  be  signs  of  some  falling  off  in  demand  for 
discretionary  grants  in  particular;  it  is  difficult  to 
pin-point  causes,  but  undoubtedly  a marked  increase  in 
prices,  together  with  a very  poor  competitive  market, 
have  a bearing.  Nevertheless,  it  is  reasonable  to 
anticipate  some  increase  in  momentum  as  mains  water  becomes 
av  ai  il  a ol  e . 

Viewed  strictly  in  numbers,  the  so  called  slum 
clearance  programme  does  not  make  the  sa/cisfactorj^  reading 
one  would  hope.  There  are  three  reasons:  (i)  the  x/riter 
has  been  rather  pre-occupied  xirith  new  housing  and  improve- 
ments, (ii)  new  building  for  "slum"  causes  is  very  slow 
indeed  and,  most  important,  (iii)  owners  ha.ve,  in  a great 
many  cases,  carried  out  renovations.  Clearly  the  faniners 
are  now  well  awai’e  that  good  agricultural  x/orkers  x-jill  not 
be  forthcoming  unless  provided  xirith  sound  accommodation, 
and  this  factor,  more  than  anything  else,  .ha,s  brought 
about  distinct  improvements.  Unfortunately  so  many 
reasonably  sound  cottages  gradually  decline  in  standard 
of  repair  because  of  their  siting  vrhich  is  perhaps 
inevitable  in  a county  of  this  nature.,  and  one  hopes  these 
dxi7ellings  X'jill  be  reiDlaced  x/ithin  the  "village"  areas. 
Obviously  another  housing  survey  X'/ill  be  necessary  if  our 
records  are  to  present  a true  picture. 

Some  disappointment  was  expressed  that  the  Council 
has  been  unable  to  purchase  further  lower  category  cottages 
to  add  to  the  six  bought  in  previous  yea,rs.  These  properties 
serve  an  excellent  purpose  of  providing  shelter  for  special, 
but  not  problem  cases  xdiich  come  to  notice  from  time  to  time. 
Negotiations  with  a few  ox-mers  X'jore  embarked  upon  xfithout 
achieving  success. 

Private  enterprise  produced  nine  now  dwellings  during 
the  course  of  19^2,  which  is  too  low  to  maintain  am  a'J.ready 
lox-7  density  of  population.  However,  the  news  of  an  impending 
x-7ater  supply  spread  rapidly  and,  as  a resudt,  there  X'/as  a 
noticeable  quickening  of  outline  planning  applications  in 
the  CraCdey  district  in  particular.  A stead3r  influx  of 
nex'7  building  allied  to  mains  services  and  intelligently 
pi emned, should  have  beneficial  repercussions  in  spheres 
outside  purely  Council  affairs.  For  exaii'^le,  the  'bus 
services  need  all  the  encouragement  possible  to  maintain 
present  schedules;  the  vamlous  village  hpAls  - existing 
and  projected  - rel^'-  heavily  on  the  few  "xijilling-horses" ; 
the  villa^ge  shops  are  fighting  a losing  battle  against  tox^m 
super  markets,  mobile  stex^os  and  the  motor  car.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

A monthly  collection  continued  to  give  very  few 
complaints  a.nd  an  interesting  study  in  human  psychology. 
Householders  have  become  so  geared  to  the  regular  monthly 
round,  even  to  the  hour,  and  to  the  necessity  of  mahing 
their  own  arrangements  for  disposing  of  cumbersome 
materials  such  as  ashes,  that  demands  for  more  frequent 
service  are  rare  indeed.  There  is  a curious  contrast 
to  the  writer’s  e:}qperience  in  an  adjoining  Comity  where 
at  holiday  times  or  in  the  event  of  meclianicad  breaJidoim 
or  sickness  that  period  was  extended  on  the  odd  occasion, 
he  was  bombarded  with  complaint,  not  always  good  natured  .' 

At  certain  points,  perhaps  old  peojiles  dwellings 
is  a good  exajaple,  some  extra  sittention  may  soon  be 
necessary;  probably  the  scale  of  development  now  under 
discussion  may  soon  disrupt  the  calm  atmosphere. 

Scavenging  the  Commons  is  an  increasing  problem  and 
is  kept  under  close  surveillance.
